— Letters jnst 
received by the Preebyterian board of 

foreign missions in this city, containt 

news of an unprovoked attack upOD 
Miss Anna Melton, an American mis- 
sionary, who was stationed at the time 
of the outrage in a little village among 
the Nestorian mountains in Turkey. 
Miss Melton escaped with her life, but 
was mercilessly beaten and bruised. 

The letters containing the story ot 
the assault are dated from A madia, 
Turkey, June 14 last. A little more 
than a week before that date, the Uev. 
E. W. McDowell, with his family, in 
company of Miss Melton, left M'.'^ul, in 
West Persia, to go to Aina<lia. Turkey. 
Having reached their destination 10 
safety Miss Melton proposed to con- 
tinue on to the mountain village of 
Duree. some miles away. She went un- 
attended save by her servant and ■ 
native prea<-her. 

On the night of her arrival, slie 
* pitched her tent on the roof of a iiouse 
in the village, as is the custom in mat 
country. The preacher slept on the 
roof, about 10 feet from her tent and 
the members of tbe family owning the 
house also ooonpiod places not far 
away. 

In' tho middle of the night she was 
awakened by the aiii.eaiance of a man 
in her t-nt. The infrmier was 
armed with a heavy stick, with which 
he began to strike the helpless woman, 
who screamed loudly for help. No one 
camo to her aid, however, and she was 
compelled to defend herself single- 
handed. In some way she was able to 
break away from her assailant, and ran 
bleeding from the tent. The man fol- 
lowed, but in the darkness mi-sc d hid 
footing and fel! to the ground. 

No trace could Miss Melton find ot 
the preacher or of the other* who oct u- 
pied the roof with her. They h.id all 
tied in terror. She was bmt^y out 
about the head and body. 

Mr. McDowell laid the case before 
the authorities hut was unable to ob- 
tain but a Pinall measure of satisfac- 
tion. They said that Miss Melton should 
not have gone there comparatively nn- 
protected. 

The matter has been called to the at- 
tention of the state department at 
Washington.
